Explain how he distinguishes 
sophistry from philosophy. Based on his defense at his trial, do you think 
Socrates has adequately shown that he is not a sophist? Explain why or why not. 
Explain the main features of Pausanias' speech in praise of love. What would 
Plato think are some right opinions in this account? 

4. Explain the main features of Alcibiades’ rant at the end of the Symposium. What 
does Plato think is significance of this rant (i.e. is there any right opinions 


expressed in it)? 

Explain the analogy of the Sun and the Good. What implications does this 
analogy have for understanding the nature of the Good?
